The Ballardvale well remains 
shut down, although it will be used 
to maintain the level of Pomp’s 
pond. The well has a high iron 
content and cannot be used for 
public consumption. 

Selectman Sidney P. White has 
asked that a check be made on the 
well for possible use, but McQuade 
states that recent tests indicate 
no change, 

The lowest water usage this 
year occurred in February when 
64,409,000 gallons were pumped. 

Highest amount came in June 
when 104,875,000 gallons were 
used. 

A year ago this month the town 
was supplied with 112,703,000 gal- 
lons, a figure which is anticipated 
to he surpassed this year. 

Complaints regarding: taste and 
discoloration have been received 
by the water department. 

The problems. are the result 
of the highgallonage being pumped. 

Due to the heavy draft, some 
rust particles from the water lines 
get into the system, thus causing 
some discoloration at times. 

It is impossible to flush the 
system at this time, since such 
action would only increase the 
problem. Such action is antici- 
pated when the system is not 
being taxed as heavily as at 
present.

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After giving 12,000 per- 
formances for some two million 
people, the unique Korkosz pro- 
jector at the Hayden Planetarium 
at Boston’s Museum of Science 
is taking its final bow this summer. 

The three-ton, blue and silver 
instrument will be retired in the 


of seven-day-a-week shows, 
sometimes as many as nine a 


ay. 
Its farewell vehicle is ‘‘Foot- 
prints on the Moon,’’ animaginary 
lunar exploratory mission that will 
run through Sept. 6. 
Replacing the present projector 
will be a new German-made Zeiss 
Mark VI, the fifth of its kind in 
the world and the first in New 
England. Similar machines are 
now in service at planetariums in 
Rochester, New York, Chapel 
Hill, North Carolina, New York 
City, and Chicago, Illinois. 
The Korkosz projector, designed 
by John and Frank Korkosz of 
Springfield, Massachusetts, and 
purchased at a cost of nearly 
$200,000, was a prototype machine 
that projected only stars. To show 
other celestial bodies on the 
darkened Planetarium dome, the 
Museum used supplemental or 
special effects projectors. The 
dual system gave extraordinary 
service for more than a decade 
as the only ‘‘theatre of the skies’’ 
in the Boston Metropolitan area. 
The Zeiss Mark VI can project 
the sun, moon, and all the planets, 
as well as the more than 9000 
stars theoretically visible to the 
naked eye on earth. In addition, it 
permits closeup views of Saturn 
and Jupiter through zoom lenses; 
shows variable stars in true size, 
color and intensity; and altogether 
gives a more nearly complete view 
of the heavens _ than could be 
achieved with the older projector. 

Between two and three months 
will be needed to install the new

Snappy beans are happy beans... 
and good quality plus low prices 
make happy homemakers, 

Produce counters this week are 
heavy with the fresh crop of native 
green beans, and prices havecome 
down from the 59 cents-per-pound 
of last month, reports the Mass, 
Dept. of Agriculture. These are 
fresh, snappy, top-quality green 
beans that are a credit to any 
meal, i 

Local growers are supplying the 
bulk of fresh produce right now, and 
green beans give an example of why 
they are Best Buys. Few realize 
the cost of sinply picking farm pro- 
duce. In Florida, growers pay 
about one dollar a bushel to the 
pickers, who manage about one 
bushel per hour; the Massachu- 
setts minimum is $1.65 per hour, 
In terms of dollars and cents, 
then, it costs the local farmer 
considerably more per bushel 
picked. Yet Florida beans sell 
for 59 cents a pound, vs. thenative 
price of 19 to 29 cents! Native 
beans are fresh from the fields, 
fresher, snappier and tastier... 
and they certainly cost much less 
in season, 

Green and wax beans were called 
string beans before the develop- 
ment of the current stringless snap 
bean varieties. They no longer 
have the stringy spine that made 
them somewhat unpleasant years 
ago. Pole and bush beans are 
all string beans. Wax beans are 
so-called for their waxy, yellow 
collor. There is no difference in 
nutritional value between green 
and wax beans, but the green beans 
are more common. Fresh snap 
beans should be crisp and firm, 
but tender. Green beans should 
have a bright green color, while 
ripe wax beans are bright yellow 
on the counter. Thick, fibrous 
pods are over-ripe, and usually 
tough, 

Other interesting. items from 
nearby farms this week are green 
and red cabbage, beets, carrots, 
cucumbers, and yellow summer 
and zucchini squash. 

Corn,is) becoming plentiful in 
early -varieties, and prices should 
be generally lower this week. 

New potatoes -- the first-of- 
season summer varieties -- are 
beginning to appear from native 
farms. They are Irish Cobblers 
and Sebagoes.. . and hardly any- 
one can tell which is which. 

Native fresh peaches are on the 
way, and should be in good supply 
by mid-August. The New England 
crop is expected to be about 
232,000 bushels this season, about 
15 percent larger than last year.

Lt. Col. Murgia 


The current controversy in the Massachusetts State 


Police involving Lt. Col. Robert Murgia of Andover and 
Public Safety Commissioner Powers is unfortunate. 

Lt. ‘Col. -Murgia has been stripped of authority as the 
leader of the uniformed branch of the state police. Com- 
missioner Powers took the action on May 8. 

We are unaware of all the circumstances involved, but it 
would appear that most unfortunately, there is the possi- 
bility that politics may have crept into one of the finest 
organizations in the Commonwealth — the state police. 

Commissioner Powers was appointed to his present post 
as the first member of the state police to have risen from 
the ranks of the state police to that lofty position. 

As such, and as is the case in many occupations, one 
finds those who are with you and those against along the 
way, and when in command makes appointments and deci- 
sions along these lines. : 

Previously, persons from outside the state police ranks 
headed the department. There were no favorites. 

Lt. Col. Murgia has been maintaining a desk since May 
& at an annual salary of $18,000. One might assume that 
the taxpayers might well be alarmed to be paying that 
amount of money to a person stripped of powers and 
actually doing nothing. - 

Allegedly, he is not implementing new methods as in- 
dicated by Powers. 

Our knowledge of Lt. Col. Murgia, is, that he has proven 
over the years, in his career with the state police, that he 

was always a “‘guts’’ guy. - 

When a holdup was in progress at the Town Lyne House 
in Lynnfield, it was Murgia, .eligible for the first bullet; 
who led the troopers in. 

The same was true when he responded to a prison riot. 

He has been a proven leader, fearless and devoted to 
duty. 

Why, then, this controversy? 
Politics? 

We would hope not, reiterating that we feel the state 
police to béjone of the fimest units this ‘state puts forth 
before the public. -
